Saloon League leadership and" went over- 
whelmingly for the progressive ticket. 
The attempt of Mr. Hutton, to use the

. apathetic in the case of Mr. Garey and 


EO vigorous in its opposition to Dahl? 


The Anti-Saloon League in Wisconsin, 


under the leadership of Mr. Hutton, has 
forfeited any claim to the support of the 
drys of the state who are progressive as 
well. Mr. Hutton has turned the Anti- 
Saloon League into an organization that 
has become the political tool of'the big 
manufacturers and paper mill owners 
who control the board of'directors. There 
should be a legislative investigation at 
the next session to determine the source 
of the Anti-Saloon League funds. If Mr. 
H-tton is making a purely political or- 
ganization out of the Anti-Saloon League, 
the organization should come within the 
scope of the corrupt practices act and be 
amendable to its provisions. 


Meanwhile, it is well for Wisconsin 


that Mr. Hutton has been unmasked and 
that the forces that are standing back 
of him have been revealed to the people. 


If the primary law was planned and.-intended 


to foster and promote "boss" control-in state • 
politics, it has served its purpose well: Nat- 
urally, moreover, there will be objections to 
revision of the primary Jaw to cure this defect,, 
by those who find advantage under the opera- 
tion of the law as at present framed. But the 
defect pointed out is so obvious, and so certain . 
in the long run to brine abuses that will be 
detrimental to good government and injurious 
to the welfare of the people, that the-latter are- 
sure to recognise this.scurce of evil and to> de- ' 
mand its congestion. And 'this is so quite re- 
eardless of the results that have' been register- 
ed in connection with the primary election, of 
this year.—Oshkosh Northwestern.
